The centro of the stage for the week 
has been held by a rather heated de- 
bate on the Seven Sisters Falls now 
before the public of Manitoba. The 
resolution was introduced by Mr. 
Woodsworth, of Winnipeg, and was 
worded as follows: “That, in the opin- 
fon of this House no disposition of the 
natural resources under the control of 
the Federal Government shall be ef- 
fective until ratified by parliament.” 

The reason for bringing the above 
resolution ‘before parliament was 
frankly stated by the Member for 
Central Winnipeg. It was inspired by 
the joint action of the Manitoba gov- 
ernment and the Dominion govern- 
ment in giving the Seven Sisters Falls 


to the Western Power Company, a 
subsidiary of the Winnipeg’ Electric. 
It appeared from Mr. Woodsworth’s 
argument that the Legislature of Man- 
itoba had passed the following resolu- 
tion in 1927; “That in the opinion of 
this House, the government should 
press for the immediate granting ‘by 
the federal government, all rights to 
the Seven Sisters Falls, situate on the 
Winnipeg River, said site to be held 
by the government on behalf of the 
Province of Manitoba.” As this reso- 
lution was never rescinded by the 
Manitoba Legislature it was claimed 
by Mr. Woodsworth that the opiniun 
of Manitoba was properly reflected in 
it as endorsed by their representa-

The feddral mombors, representing 
the provinco of Manitoba, have had 
before them the question of the dis 
posal’ of the power of the WinnIpoeg 
river at Seven Sisters Falls for some 
timo, and’ after thoroughly golng into 
the matter, beg to advise that their 
recommendation in connection with, 
same is as follows: 

1. That the site be not disposed of 
but that the matter be held in abey- 
ance until the close of the next ses- 
sion of the provincial legislature for 
the purpose of giving the legislature 
of the province of Manitoba an oppor: 
tunity to express its opinion in con- 
nection with the disposal of the said 
site or the development of It by the 
province of Manitoba. 

2. That the said interval would af- 
ford the city of Winnipeg an opportun- 
ity to take a referendum vote as to 
whether the said city desires to de- 
velop the power at said site in con- 
nection with their present hydro- 
electric system. 

3. That in the event of the prov- 
ince of Manitoba deciding to develop 
the said power as a provincial under- 
taking, that they be given said right 
upon request. 

4. That in the event of the prov- 
ince of Manitoba deciding not to de- 
velop the said site and the city of 
Winnipeg having reached a decision 
to develop same, that the city be 
given the opportunity of developing 
said power on such terms as may be 
satisfactory to the government of the 
Rnrovince of Manitoba. 

5. That in the event of neither the 
province of Manitoba nor the city of 
Winnipeg wishing to develop said site 
that the present applicant, the Win- 
nipeg Electric Railway Company, be 
given priority to any other private 
corporation to develop same, subject 
to the usual restrictions and condi- 
tions imposed by your department and 
on such additional terms as may be 
asked for by the province of Manitoba 
in reference to eny proposed lease 
or agreement to be entered into by the 
said company with the Dominion of 
Canada or the province of Manitoba. 


Mr. Stewart, in replying to this 
communication, gave his assurance 
that a license would not be issued un- 
til after the next session of parliament 
and not until he had consulted with 
the Manitoba members. ‘the Minister 
of the Interior further commit-.ed him- 
self and the government to parliament 
on the same issue in repiy to Mr. Ben- 
net, who said: + 

“My submission is that sine2 we 
hold these resources, thac :s, they are 
the property of tha Crown in the right 
of the Dominion, in trust for the 
Crown in the right of the several 
provinces, we would not act ag un ex- 
ecutive act or as a pure matter of ad- 
ministration part with 80 valuable a 
resource as a power site which is of 
such inestimable value to the people 
of the,country, without the approval 
of this parliament.

Manitoba has been the storm centre 
ever since I came to this government

of opinion exists with respect to the 
disposition of the Seven Sisters Falls. 


“I may assure my hon. friend that 
until that difference of opinion is set- 
tled I am not going to issue any li- 
cense for that water power. I think I 
may assure my hon. friend of that.” 

In spite of this assurance given by 
a minister of the Crown to parliament 
that same minister wrote to Mr. 
Bracken, Premier of Manitoba, to the 
effect that in view of the circum- 
stance, the Hcense had better be de- 
layed for a month. In other words, the 
minister had committed himself to is- 
sue the license to a private company 
—he knew that when he replied to Mr. 
Bennett, and disregarding the Mani- 
toba members and his promises to par- 
liament, he issued the license to a sub- 
sidiary of the Winnipeg Electric Rail- 
way Company, or at least made a 
binding bargain with that company 
oné month after his promise above 
quoted. 

Mr. Stewart’s excuse was that in 
the meantime the natural resources of 
Manitoba had been turned over to the 
Province and that the Government of 
the Dominion was bound to follow the 
advice of the Government of Mani- 
toba in respect to the Seven Sisters 
Falls. 

Mr. Bennett put the Minister of the 
Interior on the grill, claiming that the 
turning over of the natural resources 
to Manitoba at that particular time 
Was part of the scheme whereby the 
power company got the power site 
while the Dominion Government had 
an excuse for giving away the natural 
resources. : 

It is known that the Bracken gov- 
ernment is now on trial and will likely 
go down as a result of the Seven Sis- 
ters deal. The government at Ottawa 
cannot escape its share of responsi- 
bility. 

Mr. Woodsworth made a spirited 
fight—some of the things he said are 
well worth quoting—“We started out 
in this country with half a continent 
with forests, mines, timber limits, 
water powers and so on, an abundance 
of natura] resources, and in a few 
short years we have alienated the 
greater part at least of those immedi- 
ately available; apparently we had 
nothing in our constitution to prevent 
this alienation by governments.” 

He referred to the Municipal Power 
plant in Winnipeg—said that power 
was cheap and that this publicly 
owned plant required more power as 
the people were. gradually introduc- 
ing new electrical appliances, and con-

CANADIAN BIBLE SOCIETY 
HOLD ANNUAL FIELD DAY 


Rev. J. R. Smith, fleld secretary of 
the Canadian Bible Society, for North- 
ern Alberta, wes the speaker last Sun- 
day evening at Millet. It was the an- 
nual field day for the society. 

Mr. Smith, befors his appointment 
about two years ago to this position, 
was a worker among the New Cana, 
diang in the district north-east of Ed- 
monton. He spoke out of his own ex- 
periences how the’ advent of the Bible 


‘in their own tongue in families and 


neighborhoods made a profound dif: 
ference in human lives, These people, 
for many generations back, have been 
deeply religious and seized upon the 
open Word with great eagerness.. One 
who found the treasures of the Word 
passed it on to his neighbors, friends 
and relatives. One man who purchased 
a copy for a dollar and had read it 
much, expressed to Mr. Smith its value 
to his as one hundred thousand mil- 
lion dollars. This Bible Society, as a 
branch of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, is doing a great work 
throughout the world in distributing 
Bible, or sometimes. sep2aiite 
books of it, in 647 different tongues. 


‘China is the great receiver of it; one 
‘million out of the ten million copies 


going there. Even during the late rev- 
olutionary war the distribution was 


‘little interfered with. 


One of the latest versions in a new 


‘tongue was prepared for a wild tribe 


in Assam, India, where missionaries 
of the American Baptist Church lately 
went. The manuscript was sent to the 
Bible House in London for publica- 
tion.
